Recent reference has been made to 
the difficulties experienced by the 
Customs authorities in. Fukien, 
especially where Formosan interests

letter lately coming to Shang. 
hal. Formosans in considerable 
numbers accompany the regular 


ships running | between Formosa 
‘and the Fukien littoral and 
‘Customs omcers are called. upon to 
‘exhibit the utmost forbearance and 
‘tact when dealing with the quantities 
of merchandise they bring with them 
‘as personal baggage. At sea Customs 
Preventive craft are hampered by 
the restrictions imposed upon them. 
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prevention of smuggling if preventive 
craft activities are confined to th 
‘usual three-mile limit; and for this 
reason the Chinese. Government 
claim a 12-mile limit for protection 
of her fiscal interests, The Japanese 
authorities however refuse to rec 
ognise this claim and the Japanese 
Naval Authorities have made it 
clear that interfereace to any 
degree with Japanese _ shipping 
outside a limit of three miles 
will be considered as piracy 
and action taken accordingly. More- 
‘over certain Japanese shipping is not 
obliged to carry flags or emblems 
denoting nationality so that Customs 
preventive craft are compelled to 
‘exercise undue caution before stop- 
ping any vessel not carrying distin- 
guishing marks outside the -mile 
limit for fear she may have a claim 
to Japanese protection; so that in 
this wise a restraint is placed upon 
preventive action even in respect of 
smuggling vessels of Chinese 
natfonality. Despite these disabili- 
tes, however, Customs perseverance 
‘and traditional eMetency have result- 
ed in driving considerable quantities 
of goods which formerly were smug- 
gled into legitimate channels and no 
doubt bona fide trade would receive 
a much needed flip if the fetters 
were removed and the Customs 
permitted to exercise normal pre- 
ventive measures.

“The scheme is 
bbeing financed by small grants from 
tho Universities’ China Committee in 
London and the Boxer Indemnity 
Fund, but, as Mr. Percival has 
shown, its development | demands 
further support, ‘The practical bene- 
Ais which the scheme ensures to 
/Sino-British relationships should 
‘automatically stimulate special alten 
tion to it by British firms which have 
interests in China, They are strongly 
advised to get into touch with the 
Federation ‘of British Industries 
Selection Committee in order that 
they may associate themselves with 
‘adequate support of a really benefl- 
cent enterprise. 





CANTON’S AEROPLANES 


It is little dimeult to foresee 
what use General Chen Chi-tang 
intends to make of the aeroplanes 
at his disposal s0 long as the loyalty 
‘of his aviators is so doubtful that he 
hhas to keep them short of petrol to| 
prevent them from flying over to the 
Government side, as described by 
this journal's Canton correspondent.

Sir Hughe Knatchbull-Hugessen, | 
the new British Ambassador to China, 
is not returning to his former post 
in Persia on his way to the Far East, 
‘as originally arranged, the Govern- 
ment having decided’ that he is, 
‘wanted more quickly in China. 

‘Accompanied by his wife, son and 
two daughters, Sir Hughe’ will sail 
for the Far East via Canada, crossing 
the Atlantic in the Empress of 
Britain, which sails on August 
Due in Japan in the Empress of; 
Canada on September 5, he will stay 
there for four or five days, and will 
then proceed direct to ‘Shanghai, 
while his family goes on to Pelping. 

Since his appointment, Sir Hughe 
hhas been making a wide acquaintance 
‘among Chinese and foreigners con- 
mected with China. A pleasant. 
personality, his keenness to familiar- 
ize himself with every aspect of Far 
Eastern questions has created the best 
impression possible, It is permissible 
to say that his popularity and respect 
for his ability wherever he has been 
can be easily understood. 


Hope for New Era 


Combined with the appointment of 
his predecessor, Sir Alexander Cado-| 
gan, as Deputy Under-Secretary at 
the’ Foreign Office, and the Govern-| 
ment’s known interest in the Far| 
East, well-informed observers hope | 
that’ Sir Hughe’s transfer to China 
will mark a new era in Far Eastern 
‘affairs in which, it is belleved, equal 
satisfaction for Chinese, Japanese and 
British interests will be the frst aim. 

Visited by a Reuter correspondent 
to-day, Sir Hughe was found en- 
grossed writing a Chinese exercise.| 
He has been studying with a Chinese| 
teacher since his appointment as|

‘Sir Hughe disclaimed ability to 
speak on Far Eastern questions.

“Even 24 hours of ‘per~ 
sonal observation,” he declared, 
“would make all the difference.” He 
was looking forward 1o his new 
duties, he added, 

‘Reuter understands that there is no| 
intention of giving up the British 
Embassy at Pelping.. Sir. Hughe's 
headquarters will be at Nanking, but 
occasionally ho will reside at Peiping, 
where the old Embassy will be fully’

Dealing with China's " finances, 
in a report submitted to the Second 
Plenary Session of the CEC, Dr. 
4H, H. Kung, Minister of Finance, 
said "that, " after the adoption 
of the monetary reform, a dex 
Gnite turn for the better was 
export trade, 
during last December and January, 
China, for the frst time in sever 
decades, had a favourable balance 
of trade. Although the increase of} 
exports was beneficial to the people's 
economy, it did not bring in much 
Customs’ revenue, inasmuch as the 
export duty generally was low, in 
order to help domestic industries ‘and 
stimulate commerce. Then there 
was the smuggling rampant in 
North China, which; above all other 
‘causes, was’ responsible for a drop 
in Customs receipts of over $80,000,- 
(000 “from the original estimates. 
Also there were decreases in receipts 
from the consolidated and salt taxes 
in the flooded and  bandlt-intested 
areas and in North China,

Stabilization of foreign exchange 
‘and the strengthening of legal tender 
notes ‘bore an intimate relation to 
each other, Since the legal tender 
policy went into operation, the Chi- 
hese currency had been keptstable in 
relation to leading foreign currencies. 
The three Government banks had 
freely brought and sold forelgn ex- 
change for the purpose of ensuring 
stability. Those ignorant of the facts 
hhad described the Chinese dollar as 
being pegged elther to British sterling 
or the American dollar, ‘The fact 
was, Dr. Kung said, that the Chinese 
currency was independent and was 
not linked to any foreign currency.

NANKING COMPROMISE 
July 15. 
‘Wisdom from the north and from 
the south has brought pressure to 
bear on the Second Plenary Session. 
‘Compromise intended to avert the 
danger of civil war is the result. 
Nor doesit lack ingenuity. General 
Chen Chi-tang is to be succeeded 
by General Yu Han-mou as Pacifi- 
cation Commissioner for Kwang- 
tung. The heads of military and 
civil administration in Kwangsi and 
the civil governorship of Kwa 
tung remain unchanged by virtue 
of re-election. The Session has 
probably taken into account the 
unpopularity of General Chen Chi- 
tang’s administration in Kwang- 
tung and the undoubted successes 
achieved by General Li Tsiung-jen 
and General Pei Chung-hai in 
Kwangsi. The blow is softened for 
General Chen Chi-tang by the 
‘avoidance of any direct condemna- 
tion or criticism. He may not 
cept supersession and while he “is 
making up: his mind tension will 
continue. Yet, in the light of the 
actual conditions in his province, 
he may decide that a retirement to 
Hongkong is a convenient solution 
of his personal problems and he 
will carry with him the distinction 
ot being appointed to the newly 
formed National Defence Commis- 
sion on which all.military leaders 
throughout China have been called 
toserve.

The, presence of Mr. Tang Shao- 
‘yi, and General Feng Yu-hsiang as 
well _as the strong representations 
of General Sung Cheh-yuan and 
General Han Fu-chu have made 
their mark on the Session’s 
decisions. It is significant that 
revolutionary comradeship has held 
fast, for General Li Tsung-jen and 
General Pai Chung-hsi stand high 
in the esteem of the Kuomintang 
by reason of their past achieve- 


| ments, whereas General Chen Chi- 


tang is regarded as one of those 
who came later into the vineyard. 
‘This evidence of solidarity may be 
favourable to the acceptance of the 
Proposals, especially as they appear 
to be strongly endorsed by public 
‘opinion in Canton. Nevertheless it 
is advisable to be cautious in as- 
suming that the sky has suddenly 
cleared. Negotiations to facilitate 
these decisions must have involved 
various interchanges of benefits on 
the ultimate effect of which it is 
impossible to. dogmatize, Regret- 
table though it be, the Central 
Government and the dissident 
elements in the South have prob- 
ably had to resort to certain 
financial adjustments and so to 
Proceed on hypothetical premises 
‘which necessarily create ample 
Scope for suspicion and mistrust. 
‘The sooner political alignments in 
China can be made independent of 
this form of manoeuvre the greater 
chance there will be of creating a 
‘system which is proof against such 
alarums and excursions shave 
‘once more embarrassed the Gov- 
ernment of the country and 
threatened it with paralysis at a 
time when its energies are fully 
taxed to cope with grave issues of 
foreign policy. .Once a Govern- 
‘ment has to admit that loyalty to its 
‘direction depends on the disburse- 
‘ment of specific payments to in- 
dividuals in local authority, it ean 
never be sure that some superior 
power of the purse will not operate 
to undermine that.loyalty. Good 
money 4s therefore wasted and the 
‘cause of national unity no further 
advanced. - The man who is pre- 
pared to sell his allegiance to the 
highest bidder is an unsafe deposi- 
tory of national counsels, Still, in 
this imperfect world, men and, 
administrations have to conform to 
the conditions imposed on them. 
They can only hope that a growing! 
consciousness of national responsi- 
bility will modify those conditions| 
and purge them of impurities, 
‘Emphasis to this element of un- 
certainty is given by the report that 
the South-West Political Council 
intends to ignore the fate assigned 
to it and that a military govern-| 
ment under General Chen Chi-tang, 
is to be formed in deflance of the 
‘Nanking decisions. This defiance is 
‘not unexpected. It may be the 
natural reaction of men who desire 
to preserve a semblance of prestige 
in the face of approaching dissolu- 
tion. It may have a more pregnant, 
import, especially if the Kwangsi 
leaders refuse to abide by an ar- 
Yangement which, although present- 
ly securing their respective posi-| 
tions, they may regard as potentially 
menacing in the future when’ 
General Chen Chi-tang has been| 
eliminated and Kwangtung is in 
closer communion with Nanking. 
Much depends, perhaps, on the

Jabours by confirming their tenure 
‘of office. ‘There is no room in 
national polities for implacable 
resentment, especially at a time of 
national crisis. On the finaneial 
‘issue arising out of Kwangsi's de- 
pleted revenues, the Central Gov- 
ernment no doubt will be prepared 
fo consider remedies. ‘The creation 
of the National Defence Council 
gives the two leaders the oppor- 
tunity for impressing their views on. 
the Central Government, Cannot the 
‘old-fashioned device of “letting by- 
gones be bygones” be brought to 
bear on the new relationships 
which the proposed nationalization 
of the army clearly prescribes? The 
authorities in Nanking will do 
well promptly to satisfy Kwangsi 
that the understanding with 
Kwangtung will not be used in any 
way to encircle and oppress 
Kwangsi, If that be done and the 
two Kwangsi leaders, in their turn, 
have the courage of men conscious 
of their own achievements and 
service to China, they will surely 
be prepared to listen to the per- 
suasion of reason and so determine 
a deadlock which is as harmful to 
China as a whole as it is obstruc- 
tive to Kwangsi's continued pro- 
ares 











CONSOLIDATION

‘The collapse of the Kwangtung 





revolt gives the Central Govern- 
ment opportunities which, it is to 
be hoped, will be swiftly seized 
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and turned to national 
The problems to be dealt with are 
not easy, but with free and frank 
understanding between the au-| 
thorities of Kwangtung and the 
Government at Nanking there is 
ho reason why they should not be 
solved. Delay may be caused by. 
the possible uncertainty of the| 
position in Kwangsi where 
confirmation of two leaders’ tenure| 
of office by the Second Plenary, 
Session has not led to an immediate 
abatement of hostility. ‘The 
Kyangsi Generals are alleged to 
be now apprehensive that the 
adhesion of Kwangtung to Nan- 
king) may so. strengthen the: 
strategie position of the Govern 
ment’s troops that attempts may 
be made to bring Kwangsi to heel 
by force of arms. ‘That theory 
might be justified if some of the 
dubious precedents of not so very 
distant periods in Chinese politics 
were consulted, but the attitude of 
the Government and the specific 
statements of General Chiang Kai~ 
shek are incompatible with the 
belief that any such intention is 
cherished. ‘The whole trend of 
the policy to which the Govern- 
‘ment has committed itself is in 
favour of permitting Kwangsi to 
‘maintain an honourable autonomy, 
so long as its military operations do 
not conflict with the Central Gov- 
ernment's general dispositions, It 
would be regrettable if the Kwang- 
si Generals allowed themselves to’ 
adopt counsels of despair instead 
of assisting the Government  to| 
develop its new plan for a Nation- 
‘al Defence Council and to give due| 
encouragement to the remarkable 
efforts which Kwangsi has made in| 
improving the condition of its’ 
people, If General Chiang Kal 
shek be prepared to waive pers 

al Jssues in the effort to consolidate 











the national spirit, it Is at least| 


reasonable to argue that a similar 
spirit of compromise may be found| 
in Kwangsi so that the recent dif 
culties may be forgotten and a real 
co-operation " between provincial 
and central governments generated, 

Tn tackling the problems of 
Kwangtung the Central Govern 
ment has to bear in mind the 
traditions of independence tong 
appertaining to that region, Never~ 
‘theless it would be foolish to ignore 
certain dangers which force them~ 
selves on attention. ‘The peculiar 
relations existing between Canton 
and Nanking have been based on 
certain pecuniary benefits which, 
from time to time, have accrued 
from the central revenues, either 
by direct payments to Kwangtung| 
or by disregard of failures to remit 
to Nanking moneys properly be- 
Jonging to the Central Government. 
‘The adjustment of financial rela- 
tions between a local and the 
central authority is difficult in any 
country, even where the federal 
system is sclentifically organized. It 
presents many special complexities 
where a policy of regional tolerance 
hag been developed on go-as-you~ 
please lines, as is inevitable in the 
present stale of China, Yet the 
Central Government may feel 
bound to come to a clear-cut under~ 
standing on those matters where its 
authority 1s specially in question. 
‘This’ applies primarily to the army’ 
and to certain ancillary activities 
which have a direct bearing on 
national defence. Unless it be 
firmly established that the armed 
forees of China look to the Central 
Government and to none other for 
their direction ‘and disposal, the 
country will continue to be con 
fronted by crises which have to be 
solved by depleting the exchequer 
for the purpose of purchasing the 
loyalty of troops. Thus the Cen~ 
tral Government is indefinitely 
exposed to the peril of blackmail, 
the ultimate cost of which has to 
fall on the shoulders of the unfor- 
tunate taxpayer, who once again is 
4 pawn in the struggle for person~ 
al ascendancy between contending 
warlords. 

Whether these considerations 
apply to the decisions taken by the 
‘Kwangtung military and air officers 
who so dramatically demonstrated 
thelr allegiance to the Central Gov 
ernment cannot, of course, be 
judged. The wisdom of the deci 
sions and their justification on the 
higher principle of patriotic duty 
cannot be gainsaid, The Govern~ 
‘ment’s task will be to ensure that 
the principle, having thus received 
recognition for whatever reason, is 
now embedded in national con- 
sciousness and that, consequently, 
there is no danger of a further ex- 
ploitation of the country's finances 


account, | 
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[for personal ends. Steps should, 
therefore be taken vigorously. to| 
apply the new machinery of the| 
National Defence Council so_ that! 
the officers and men of military 
‘and air formations in China are| 
lable to look to the Central Govern-| 
ment for their allegiance and to| 
regard their commanders to whom| 
they owe military obedience as| 
exercising authority delegated by!

|ing, ‘General Chiang Kai-shek has 
given expression to admirable in- 
tentions in that regard in his un- 
equivocal disclaimer of any desire 
jto engage in “witch-hunting” or 
discrimination against former op- 
ponents. _Kwangsi might note for!

General Chiang Kai-shek and his 
jeritics must firmly agree on one| 
point which emerges from the| 
present situation in China. Erosion 
of Chinese territory (under Chinese 
jauthority) proceeds at a rapid pace. 
No effective check can be applied 
~—not even by the device of refus- 
Ing to endorse accomplished facts— 
so long as there is internal dis- 
sension on fundamental issues be- 
tween leaders of Chinese political 
opinion. ‘The Central Government 
may be flercely criticized for allow- 
ing this erosion to develop. ‘The 
critics can hardly reject the retort 
that it is impossible to cope with 
erosion from without when from 
within the ground is being con- 
jtinually undermined or broken off. 
Nevertheless it may be instructive 
Jat this moment to consider the posi- 
‘tion to which General Chiang Kal 
shek made direet reference in his| 
lspeech to the Second Plenary Ses-| 
sion, ‘The delegates were assured 
that the Government was determi 
Jed to preserve China's territorial 
integrity, provided the members of 
the Kuomintang could achieve the 
necessary unanimity on foreign 
lpolicy. ‘The urgency of this problem 
jean be assessed by studying the, 
levents of the last five years. In| 
1930 the National Government had 
brought to a successful conclusion 
the civil war between the North 
land the Central Government. For 
the time being it seemed that China 
had got within measurable approach 
fof political unity, The “Young 
Marshal” had taken his stand by 
the side of General Chiang Kai- 
jshek and, although that excursion, 
from Mukden caused apprehension 
in minds which recalled the ex- 
[periences of the Manchurian ruler’s, 
predecessor, the territorial in- 
fegrity of ‘China was apparently 
secure. Then, in the summer of, 
1931, came the breakaway of the 
[South-West Political Council in| 
Canton. ‘This was merely the pre-| 
lude to the Mukden incident which, 
In spite of international complica- 
tions, led remorselessly and swiftly 
to the de facto state of Manchoukuo 
(stretching later to the Great Wall 
Jand the absorption of Jehol) under| 
‘the protection of Japan. 

















‘Six months later came the attack 
fon Shanghai. The result has been 
to diminish Chinese authority in 
this area and to undermine the 
solidarity of the International 
‘Settlement. Current events show. 
how little does the authority of 
‘the Government weigh against the 
obiter dicta of Japanese major-| 
generals and other spokesmen of| 
‘the Japanese Government. Follow-| 
ing the absorption of Jchol and the 
‘Truce of Tangiu, came the esta-| 
lishment of a virtual Japanese 
overlordship in the Northern pro- 
inces of China proper. Peiping| 
gradually but surely grew ac- 
customed to accept this condition, 
‘The Central Government managed 
by a desperate adaptation of its| 
“policy of tolerance” to preserve 
the shadow of its authority over 
‘the Political Council of Hope: and. 
Charhar, It was duly grateful to 
the vigorous independence of 
General Han Fu-chu in Shantung 
‘where the formula of cordial rela- 
tions with the local Japanese 
diplomats averted the necessity for| 
more precise definition of the situa 
tion, In Shensi a similar difidence| 
prevailed, with General Yen Hsi- 
shan as presiding augur. Mean- 
while the military strategy of the| 
Generalissimo supplemented by 
economic measures of reform, dis- 
lodged the Soviet rebels from South 
Kiangsi and sent them on their! 
circuitous journey through South 
Hunan, Kweichow, Yunnan, Sze~ 
chuen and Kansu to Shansi. ' Their 
hopes of spreading the red doctrine 
from Kiangsi had earlier been 
shattered by the Government's 
swift suppression of a revolt in 
Fukien. This victory over the Red 
‘Armies was helpful in establishing, 
closer Government contact with 
Szechuen, Yunnan and Kweichow, | 
but it inevitably created conditions| 
which have now borne fruit in the 
challenge from Kwangsi. Remnants| 
of the Red hordes managed also to 
evade the Government's pressure 
and retain a precarious foothold in a 
“no man's land” where the borders 
of Hunan, Kwelchow and Szechuen| 
meet. Meanwhile in ‘Fukien the 
restoration of the Central Govern- 
ment’s authority had involved the’ 
gift of hostages to strengthen the| 
“special interests” of Japan. 

‘Thus the process of erosion in 
the North has been reinforced here’ 
in Kiangsu, where Shanghai's de- 
millitarized zone is the outward sign 
of Japanese control, and in Fukien, 
where the proximity of Formosa 
with its Japanese, garrison and the 
activity of the Japanese Navy help| 
to accentuate the readiness of the| 
local authorities to listen to Jap- 
anese advice and direction. A. 
despatch to this journal from| 
Fukien has just revealed the! 
‘subservience of the Customs off- 
cials to Formosan interests. Ships 
in ply from Formosa without flags 
nd without the obligation to’ 
submit to search outside _the| 
three mile limit, The topsy-tur-| 
viness of a situation in which the| 
preventive vessels of the Chinese’ 
Government are in danger of be- 
ing treated as pirates and the For-| 
mosan smugglers can rely on the| 
protection of a foreign navy adds| 
another Gilbertian touch to al 
Gilbertian fantasy. ‘The Northern| 
orgy of smuggling has been’ 
elaborately expounded. It has! 
‘overshadowed the Formosan enter- 
prise because of its far greater 
dimensions and the consequently 
‘graver offect on the Customs rev- 
enues. The seriousness of the! 
situation in Fukien arises less from| 
the economic than from the political 
consequences of its development,| 
Actually the people of Amoy, for| 
‘example, are profiting commercially | 
from the great activity which the| 
smugglers promote. ‘Where they| 
suffer is in the stimulus given to| 
the illicit drug traffic—especially 
‘heroin—and in the exposure of the| 
province to the ever-increasing| 
Penetration of Japanese visitors| 
‘whose intentions are either wrapped| 
in mystery or announced with com- 
plete disregard of probabilities. On. 
the influx of these strangers the 
Iocal Chinese papers have ventured 
to make adverse comment. There| 
is good cause: the frequent arrival] 
of Japanese carrying fishing rods| 
for use in places where fish cannot 
possibiy exist is, from the point 
of view of the intelligent journalist, 
a news item which invites remark. 
So the erosion of Chinese territory: 
proceeds. General Chiang Kai-shek 
is well-advised to stress that point) 
in his insistent appeal for real unity’ 
‘and national co-operation. 





























DEAD SEA FRUIT 
July 17. 

Mr. Walter Runciman foresees 
cheerfully the possibilities of a 
real improvement in international 
trade and consequently a further 
strengthening of the process of 
recovery in Great Britain, as well 
as in other countries. It is ad- 
mitted that some of the improve- 
ment is due to the genefal move 
toward rearmament to which the 
British Government is making a 
belated but impressive contribution. 
The decline of the League's 
authority may be openly welcomed 
by its opponents, but they might 
do well to note that that catastrophe 
coincides with a wide-spread sense 
of insecurity all over the World. 
It follows therefore that so long as 
the principles of the Covenant. 
were thought to have general 
‘acceptance from the signatories to 
that document, fear of an inter- 
national conflagration was in abey- 
ance. The urge toward rearma~ 
ment has progressively increased 
with the progressive weakening of 
the League's ascendancy. In Great 
Britain and France consideration 
has been given to the revival of 
the League by way of reform, but 
the sinister circumstance that 
Signor Mussolini was an early 
champion of that proposal must 
receive due assessment, In Great 
Britain, at all events, there has 
been a rigorous examination of the 
cause of the League's failure to 
enforce the Covenant in the Abys- 
sinian crisis. The conclusion pro- 
visionally drawn is that the 
‘Covenant was not at fault. ‘The 
fact is that the League has been 
composed of members — who, 
patently, were not prepared to act | 
in the spirit of the Covenant. 
They clung precariously, to the 
letter and when retention of that 
position demanded full expression 
of the spirit, they were found 
wanting. It has been pointed out 
that the attack on Abyssinia and 
the circumstances of the subsequent 
annexation of that country provided 
the clearest cut example of conduct 
against which every member of 
the League—every signatory of the 
Covenant—had solemnly ‘pledged 
complete collective opposition. The 
pledge was faintly honoured and 
failure followed. 


‘The only charge against the 
League to possess the semblance of 
validity, is that the Covenant in its 
hands fad come to be a usurer’s 
bond for the strict preservation of| 
the status quo. ‘The charge may 
hold good against the League’ but 
only ‘because its members failed 
to honour the spirit of the: 
Covenant. Within the provisions 
of that document was ample scope 
for correcting inequalities and 
adapting it to the ever changing 
conditions of international relation- 
ships. Impatience and impetuosity, 
no doubt, were disposed to argue 
that the ‘League would not move 
quickly enough to give confidence 
in its ability to redress insistent] 
grievances, The question is whether| 
there was enough’ genuine loyalty 
to the creed of the Covenant to 
fest the justice of that argument. 
Fortunately there is no need to 
single out individual members for 
blame; hardly a single nation can 
be acquitted of a greater or less 
degree of faintheartedness, varying, 
from deliberate sabotage to dilatory 
ambiguity. Reform of the League 
by manipulation of the Covenant, 
will not retrieve this disaster. The 
criminal cannot be turned into 
honest citizen by changing the law 
30 a3 to legalize his activities. For 
the moment the best that can be 
done, to prevent complete destruc- 
tion ‘of the League is to devise 
means for keeping the structure in 
existence so that it is again ready 
for use when nations are sincerely. 
in tune with the _ principles 
enshrined in the Covenant. The 
present collapse has for tho time 
being set on foot elaborate pre- 
parations for world rearmament, 
the ultimate outcome of which must. 
be a devastating catastrophe unless, 
in the meantime, the forces of true 
international co-operation can be 
rehabilitated and given their proper 
overriding authority. Weak as the 
League is to-day, it has this incal 

culable strength: the vehement 
desire among the masses of civiliza~ 
tion for avoidance of internecine 
warfare. Paradoxically this desire 
has to submit to the process. of 
arming in order to preserve its 
integrity. That gives the measure

Is there any satisfaction to be 
gained from improving trade con- 
Gitions if it be found that they 
[depend ultimately on the encourage- 
ment of policies which, after a 
sultable period of balancing and 
mancuvre, must culminate in war? 
Is it not asking the world to ap- 
pease its hunger with Dead Sea 
fruit? International accord depends 
‘on political confidence for the 
establishment of which true econo- 
mic co-operation is essential. ‘The 
prospect of living dangerously has 
to be accepted by the generation of 
to-day and by. its successors as 
they arise, but the dangerous living 
need not be such as to make suicide 
the certain termination, The world 
‘has reached a point at'which long- 
standing theories of political 
thought have to be ruthlessly 
scrutinized. In every country some 
much-cherished doctrine has gone 
by the board in the desperate effort. 
to cope with the perplexities of a 
distraught economic policy. Re- 
covery of equilibrium may be 
eventually sought in keeping to the 
broad lines which are governed by 
verities unshakable whatever the 
age may be: the security to be 
found in fidelity to the pledged 
‘word and in co-operation such as 
is instinct in the primitive com- 
munity from time immemorial. Tt 
‘well may be that in the development 
of international co-operation for 
‘economic advancement, the political 
problem may find solution. ‘The 
madness of the present retirement 
of individual nations behind tariff 
and other artificially constructed 
barriers cannot continue without a 
world explosion. ‘That has been 
evident in the actions of the nations 
‘on whom economic restrictions have 
| most hardly pressed. Tf the League's, 
machinery could be turned to this 
purpose it might automatically 
provide the means for eventually 
restoring the political authority 
jwhich is now adrift. Economie 
progress and political concord ean 
bbe secured only by such collective 
effort. Tt is time the decks: were 
cleared for action to that end,

THE AMERICAN DROUGHT 


It was the declared policy of Pre- 
sident "Roosevelt's ‘administration 
when it took office during the United 
States national crisis in 1033 to In- 
rease the purchasing power of the 
‘masses as a means of industrial re- 
covery, In the cities this meant an 
‘increase in wages, the control of ex- 
ploltation and profiteering, and the 
Fegulation of industry by’ a set of 
ccodeo which have since been get aside 
bby the Supreme Court as unconstitus 
tional, In the agricultural areas it 
‘meant enabling the farmer to sell his 
foods at a reasonable prof, limiting 
production where there were sur 
‘pluses, and transferring farms from 
Unsuitable districts which had been 
haphazardly settled to parts of the 
‘country where the work put in by the 
farmer inight expect an adequate re- 
turn, ‘There were, of course, en- 
‘ormous dificulties in the way of this 
programme—tnaterially "and. paycho= 

















logically, “Nevertheless the Ad- 
ministration had good, if perhaps 
‘meagre, results to show. How far 


these results and the Administration's 
plans have been nullified By the 
extraordinary drought which has 
swopt the middie-western states and 
hhas destroyed more than U.S.$300,000,- 
‘000 worth of crops and other property 
Femains to be seen, ‘There can be no 
doubt that the set-back will be ex 
tremely serious. It should be re- 
‘membered that a very large number 
of American farms are not equipped 
to withstand even one bad season. In 
‘many instances a partial erop failure 
‘will throw the farm family on to 
public relict organizations, It was 
estimated recently that half the farms 
in the United States produced only 
‘eleven per cent. of the nation’s agri- 
cultural output, Half the farms could 
thus be done away with and. the 
economic structure of the nation 
would not be very seriously affected, 
It is ensy to look on the bright side 
of other people's troubles, of course, 
but there is this that may be an out. 
‘come of the present catastrophe: the 
‘Administration may be greatly helped 
in thelr scheme for controlled redis- 
tribution of the farming population, 
to the benefit of the poor farmer and 
the strengthening of the national 
‘economy.

DIRTY RICKSHAWS 


‘The condition of the rickshaws in 
Shanghal could “hardly have been 
better iMustrated than yesterday, 
when the rain saturated their hoods 
‘and sereens and caused dirt to drip 
from them on to the white summer 
clothes of the passengers. There are 
few more annoying things than to 
fet into a rickshaw clean and 
presentable and to get out of it at 
the other end of the ride, spotted 
and begrimed and in no state to be 
seen in company. Yet that is what 
happened to at least one porson re~ 
cently, and there can be no doubt 
that many others duplicated the ex- 
perience. More weatherproof mater- 
fais than that used for rickshaw 
hoods might casily have become 
saturated In such a downpour as oc- 
curred during the week, and it is 
Perhaps pernickely to’ complain’ 
about moisture seeping through. But 
When the moisture turns into a 
blackish slime, then the inconven-| 
fence to passengers can be definitely 
put down to the fllthiness of the 
Wehicle itself. Tt is acknowledged 
that the rickshaw owners’ obstruct 
ton is largely responsible for this 
state, but even they should realise 
that’ the satisfied passenger comes 
again, whereas the man who emerges 
covered with smears is likely 10 
prefer a little clean rain to risking a 
similar experience. 





ESCAPING THE HEAT 


‘A pleasant fall of rain which would 
hhave been appreciated in the drought- 
stricken Middle West states of the 


United States fell in Shanghai 
last week, and broke the heat 
temporarily. “This followed a drop. 


fa the temperature which has made 
night endurable not only for_those| 
who live in flats at the top of Shang- 
tia skyserapers but for the hundreds 
of thousands of Chinese whose tiny 
houses and rooms must be lke ovens 
the majority of these days. But while 
contrasts must exist and the heat may 
‘be fought by escaping to the seaside 
oF even sleeping on a piece of matt- 
Ing in the street, scientifically Shang- 
hal is an extremely modern elty pos- 
sessing in a greater degree than many 
ther cities in the world extremely 
modern facilities for escaping the 
heal, To pass a night out even in the 
‘most torrid temperatures experienced 
at present it is possible to have 
cocktails in an air-conditioned cock. 
{all bar, dinner in an air-conditioned 
grill room, “go to an alr-conditioned 
cinema theatre and finish by dancing 
{in an air-conditioned ballroom. ‘This 
means that a space of several hours 
can be passed in a normal method of 
social pastime within only a few 
minutes’ exposure to the sultry 
weather outside, Of course, this is 
the helght of luxury and is dependent 
principally on the ability to have a 
‘cheque cashed in an air-conditioned 
‘bank, which completes the pleasant 
eyele of refrigerated Shanghai unless 
{it is not spoiled by the too chilly 
nature of the bank's reception regard- 
ing the absence of funds. 

‘The popularity of devising schemes 
for escaping from the heat receives 
testimony from the response made to

‘on that subject. ‘Topical therefore is

Halt 9 million dollars are needed 
{0 speed up finishing the network of 
trunk roads, that ultimately will 
permeate Fukien and connect its 
cities, ‘This sum is asked from the 
Nanking Finance Committee. The 
Reconstruction Bureau has approved 
this amount being borrowed from the 
Fukien branch of the China Agrieul- 
tural Bank and with the money tke 
work ean be finished, 

Tt was expected that with the cor 
pletion of the Foochow—Amoy High 
way, all intercity trame would use 
the ‘quick direct road route, instead 
fof the troublesome sea Journey with 
all its diMeulties of landing at the 
shallow. Foochow —roadstead, "miles 
from the city. Passengers, however, 
sUiNl prefer the sea route, ‘They are 
sure of getting to thelr destination 
probably after a little discomfort, 
but by tho land route is no telling 
how long the journey will take, oF 
even if one ever arrives at all.

West Fukien are 
threatened with famine, Both hsiens 
have approached the Provineial Gov- 
ernment asking for permission to 
borrow money from the Agricultural 
Banke in order to purchase rice. Per~ 
mission was uranted for a first loan 
‘of $80,000 to Lungyen and $20,000 to 
Lungkih. ‘The Lungyen district has 
Jong been famous for its extensive 
Aeposits of anthracite coal. These de~ 
posits are a matter of 300 Ii from 
Amoy, and yet they cannot be worked. 
‘The people lack rice to eat and borrow 
to keep starvation from the door, yet 
Iiterally on their door-steps les’ un- 
told wealth waiting to be exploited. 
With ‘these coal~felds in the back 
yard of Fukien, to bring coal from 
Japan should have the same signifi- 
feanee to Amoy as bringing coal to 
Newcastle.

Recorded in Shansi

at Hankow, on the middle reaches, 

187 metres; and at Nanking, on the 
lower reaches, 5.27 metres, 

‘The Han River, the chief tributary 
of the Yangise in Hupeh provinee, is 
also subsiding. The water level’ in 
the Chungsiang dyke-area, in north 
cern Hupeh, was 42.65 on the 13th, 

‘The Yungting River, in northern 
Hope, is still gaining in height, with 
water’ pouring down from the upper 
reaches, where the rainfall is abund- 
ant. “As a result of the pounding 
of the water, several portions of the

Flood prevention in China should 
go side by side with navigation and 
Irrigation improvements in accord~ 
‘ance with a hydraulle reconstruction 
Programme worked out on reliable 
ata and after thorough investigation 
of the " various ‘waterways In. tte 
country, declared Mr, N. A. 
Heuvel, a Netherlands ' conservancy 
expert,’ who is now director of the 
tional Hydraulle Laboratory of the 
National Economie Council, inn 
radio address over the Central Broad- 
casting Station. “Flood prevention 
may be considered as a defence 
against an enemy, whereas, by reg 
blating a river for navigation pur 


poses, and by using the water for 
irrigation, the river is no longer 
considered as an enemy, but rather 
‘as a servant,” the eminent conser~ 
vaney expert sald. ‘The Hydraulic 
Department of the NEC, according 
to Mr, van den Heuvel, is mapping 
out a general plan, covering all 
Phases of flood prevention and na- 
vigation and irrigation Improvements 
‘on the principal rivers of the coun- 

















try. 

Discussing flood prevention work, 
‘Mr, van den Heuvel remarked that 
this implies two principal. phases— 
dyke-strengthening and reservoir 
‘construction. Whenever the water of 
a river threatens to overflow, the 
dykes must be heightened, or the 
water must be kept lower by drain- 
ing it into reservoir lakes. However 
flood prevention constitutes only 
negative side of the hydraulle” plan 
for the Improvement of a river. The 
positive side—navigation and rriga- 
ion improvements—should. be none 
the less emphasized in order to make 
the river beneficial to the Inhabit- 
ants along its banks.

After one year’s construction, the 
Soochow-Kashing railway, a branch 
Aine connecting the Shanghal-Nan- 
king amd the Shanghai-Hangchow 
railways, was opened to traffic yes- 
terday.

‘seat on the Southwest Political Coun~ 
cil and is Chairman of the Board of 
‘Auditors under the Southwest Gov- 
ernment. His plight has been re- 
alized, and the Kwangtung officials 
fare flooding Nanking with telegrams 
seeking his release.

PEKIN SYNDICATE’S 
TRIBUTE 


Gen. Chiang a Great and 
Patriotic Leader 


London, July 16. 

‘The “wonderful “efforts of that 
great, patriotic Jeader,” Gen. Chiang 
Kai-shek, were the subject of a warm 
tribute by Brigadier-General Charles| 
Richard Woodroffe, the chairman, at 
the annual meeting of the Pekin 
Syndicate to-day. Brigadier-General 
[Woodroffe described his recent visit 
to China, and dwelt on “the amazing| 
progress made in the development of 
‘the country,” especially in road and 
railway construction, which, he sald, 
‘must undoubledly have an important 
effect on its economic life. 

‘The speaker criticized in strong 
terms the attitude of the Japanese, 
particularly on the smuggling pro: 
blem. “It Japan," he sald, “really 
desires 0 co-operate with China, as 
her spokesmen profess, she is capable 
of stopping this deplorable situation 
in @ moment. If the uncertainty in 
North China could be removed, I 
should regard the future of China, 
with confidence and optimism.” 

Brigadier-General Woodroffe em: 
phasized the encouraging progress 
made by the Pekin Syndicate’s mines, 
and referred to the happy co-opers 
lon between the Chinese and. Bri- 
lish. He specially thanked Dr. Wong 
Wen-hao, secretary-general of the 
Executive Yuan, for his assistance in 
the reorganization scheme begun in 
1935 and now practically completed,

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PHILOSOPHY OF THE LAMAS 


No Personal Interest in Helping Sinners Accumulate 
Merit; Ten-Foot Trumpets Employed 
By Tera 


Tachientu, June 25, 
Religion may be dying out in some 
parts of the world but it is certainly 
‘not showing signs of any decadence 
‘on the Roof of the World. The Red 
‘menace may come and go but if there 
fs one lama left with his prayer stone, 
his prayer lag and his prayer wheel, 
Lomaism will’ continue to function 
‘and flourish—bulldings are unneces- 
sary, and on audience is not requisite. 
During the great persecution in the 
‘time of Langdarma, Lamalsm was al- 
most extingulshed,’ but a few lamas 
were left, and the system began all 
over again. Houses, clothes or even 
food are not absolutely necessary. Jn 
the spread of Lamalsm. The Laka 
Lama, one of the most religious men. 
who has ever been in Tachlentu, 
fives in a rock eave in the mountains 
‘above the city, During last week’ 
religious observatices and ceremonies 
the Laka Lama followed the footsteps 
‘of the great Amdo reformer, Dzong- 
Kaba, and denounced the drabas in 








‘Tachienlu for thelr vicious and 
mercenary spirit. 
‘Of course the draba, like every 


other human being has’ to live, and 
to live he must make money. To 
make money he must work, and his 
work consists in helping sinners t> 
accumulate merit; and though he 
may have very ‘little of his’ own, 
still according to Lamalsm, it does 
hot affect the general plan ‘of salva- 
tion. ‘The draba prays, reads, blows 
trumpets, beats drums,’ brings music 
from the conch-shell and burns 
Juniper before the gods, and may 
have very little personal’ interest in 
the performance, 

‘The Aja who inviies him provides 
the barley flour, the butter-tea and a 
place to rest his head, ‘The draba 
trims the saered light, sweops the 
sacred floor, burns the sacred tre 
Yeads the sacred book and chants the 
sacred song. If the Aja is kind and 
Generous the draba receives a few 
coppers (dirty paper notes). 


‘The Lamas’ “Jumble Sal 


‘The fourth month in the lama's 
calendar is a kind of Jumble Sale 
when bargains go for almost nothing. 
It was during the fourth moon that 
Sangje, in the incarnate form of 
Jenrehizes, came back again to earth 
to carry on the salvation of all forms 
of living beings, ‘Therefore ang act 
of merey or any little deed of kind= 
ness shown, any prayer offered, any 
act of clrcumambulation performed, 
‘any turn of the prayer wheel or any 
counting of the rosary passes for 
more than its face value during the 
fourth moon, 

‘The idea is something like this: You 
put a penny in the bank and the 
bank very generously puts, 100,000 
against your penny, provided ' of 
course, that, your deposit is made 
during the fourth moon. So ducing 
the fourth moon there was a decided 
premium on religious exercises along 
the Tibetan frontier. ‘The idea from 
8 lamaist standpoint simply works 
wonders and as the nomad is not 
averse to taking any advantage of 
spiritual bargains, he decides to work 
hard from a religious, point of view. 
As long as Lomaism Keops these ro- 
vival stunts going there is very little 
fear of the inhabitants on the Root of 

















the World lapsing back into bar- 
barism, 
For sixteen days the lama devotees 





in Tachtenlu were invited to take up 
residence in the seven lamasories and 
very many took advantage of the 
opportunity. Every second day was 
proclaimed a fast and every ‘form of 
speech forbidden. A lama stood bo- 
side the picture of the Jenrehzee 
Incarnation and took the eight-fold 
vow of the simple minded people, 
namely; Not to kill, lie, steal, for- 
nicale, drink wine, adorn, covet and 
to play. 


‘Tenaclous Hold on the Nomad 


‘The drinking of wine inclided re: 
fraining from meat and onions 
Lamaism has and will retain its 
tenacious hold on the nomad because 
it Is a wise and judicious combination 
of pleasure, business and religion. 
Sixteen days fast was interspersed 
with eight days pleasure, Not to in 
troduco temptation, the friends of 
those observing the fast, refrained 
from visiting the lamasery on the 
days when speech was forbidden. But 
fon such days when food and speech 
were allowed the lamasery had all the 
appearance of a garden party. 
Relatives and friends packed lunch 
baskets, and this included a little 
wine, Merit was being accumulated 
at the alarming ratio of one to 100,- 
000, At such times the spirit ean 
afford to be a little jovial and enjoy 
the pleasures of life. And the lamas 
‘and drabas came in for thelr share 
‘of the good things. 

‘The next turn in the wheel may 
not throw them out in such good 
company or in such good circimst- 
ances, so why despise the day of 
‘good ‘things? Pleasure, business arid 
Feligion: these have given Lamaisia 


its peculiar hold and made Tibet the 
Jand of the lamas. The Aja fasts, 
rays and counts her beads and the 
next day she talks business end 
drinks a little wine, 

‘And Lamaism Is very accommodat- 
ing. | Song Lama, "one of the 
wealthy lamas in Tachienlu, makes 
provision for the feeble "and 
infirm. His small residence is in the 
centre of the town and the old folks 
who can walk go there and perform 
fan abridged and abbreviated religious 
ceremony, They fast when they feel 
like it and pray when inclined, nd 
Song Lama, a bit of a rascal, helps 
‘out when necessary, 


Discourses by Laka Lama 


But the Laka Lama, with his 
austerity, caused the greatest stir. A. 
native of Nyarong, he has now spem 
several years in different caves round 
‘Tachieniu. ‘The fourth moon saw 
crowds of Chinese and Tibetans, men 
‘and women, young and old, rich and 
Poor, on foot and on horse-back, 
climbing the Nyima Laka day by 
day to listen to the moral discourses 
of this devout hermit, Lamaism from 
its beginning with Songdzen and 
‘Tredzen soon after 650, A.D,, has been 
attracted and captivated” By the 
austere hermit who kept himself 
from the world and all Its allure- 
ments, and like John the Baptist, 
reached repentance as the door to 
‘salvation. Such lamas, and not the 
Dalai or the Panchan,” have carried 
the toreh of Lamaism down the ages. 

‘The Laka Lama, in his dally dis- 
courses, during the fourth moon, 
rather "startled and somewhat 
sPosked, the religious “population of 

ichienlu, “With one sweep Hie can- 
celled all that the Tibetan holds very 
dear in his religious lite, namely, 
prayer, circumambulation, fasting and 
the doing of good deeds.’ The lamas 
in the seven Jamaseries and the 
drabas all over the town are resent 
ing very much the moral discourses 
of the Laka. ‘Their argument is: How 
can you possibly keep the heart clean 
if you don’t walk devoutly so many 
times every day round some Mani 
mound, count your beads so many 
times, ‘turn your prayer wheel $0 
many times?’ ‘They ask, Where is 
the good heart to come from if you 
don't pray? 

In spite of his severe discourses, 
however, the Laka is the most 
popular iama along the border at the 
resent time; and has this advantage 
‘over others,’ that he practices what 
hhe preaches. He has placed himself 
fn an inaccessible cave high up in the 
mountains, far beyond the reach of 
the curiously religious. Only those 
who have experienced something of 
this kind of fe ean appreciate its 
soul-satisfying immensity. To begin 
with there is something indescribable 
in the beauty, freshness, clearness, 
quietness and ' solitude found only 
away high up among the Tibetan 
mountains. From his lonely cave the 
Laka looks out on a perfect vista of 
‘snow clad mountains, and around him 
is stillness and the singing of birds,

Minister, yesterday informed Mr, 
Kold Hitota that the construction of 
capital ships will begin on January 
1 next, 

The Navy Minister, however, did 
not reveal the details of the "new 
building programme, nor the appro- 


priations he will ‘seek from the 
‘Treasury. 
All existing naval disarmament 


treaties will terminate at the end of 
this year, Admiral Nagano's state- 
ment said. ‘The United States and 
Great Britain have already appro 
Priated “colossal” sums for the con- 
struction of capital ships and the 
replenishment of their armaments 


Under these circumstances, the 
statement continued, the Imperial 
Navy is obliged to\ launch on a 
Third Replenishment Programme, 
giving special attention to the 
strengthening of the Navy's alr 
branch and the construction of 
capital ships. 

‘The Second Replenishment Plan, 
involving the expenditure of Y.160, 
000,000 for the construction’ of 
auxiliary ships, will be carried out 
by the ‘end of’ next year, the state- 
‘ment said, 

‘The Navy, Admiral

Commerciai_men know that Foo-| 
cchiatlen, the Chinese section of Har- 
bin, for'twenty years has been mont 
facturing imitations of the best tor- 
eign wines and perfumes. ‘Those 
who own these factories are nol 
ways Chinese, but are in many cases 
‘Russians or combinations of Russians| 
‘and Chinese. ‘The imitations not only| 
Include those of European and 
‘American goods, but there are actual-| 
ly some factories which make imita- 
Mons of Japanese goods, ond in the 
ease of Tiger Boot Polish, there are 
many who prefer the  Fooehiatien 
brand to the Japanese original, 

In the case’ of Japanese imitations 
there Is usually some slight difference 
Jn labels on the bottles, or the words 
“Made in Japan” are inserted some- 
where in small. type, practically, In- 
visible. ‘The Foochlatien imitators, 
however, do not make any alterations 
In the labels to cover themselves in 
the event of being caught, but pro- 
duce an Imitation article with a label 
which is an exact repllen_of the 
original European or Ameri 

‘The factories are found in the main 
streets of Foochiatien being engaged 
tn manufacturing face powders, per- 
fumery, wines, liqueurs, cognac and 
even champagne.

NEAR DAIREN’ 


Millions to Make Japan 
Independent 
Fwos Oun Own Connzsroxoarr 


Dairen, July 1. 

Until recently a desolate shoreline 
fon the other side of the bay and on 
clear days visible from Dairen, Kan- 
selshi to-day is a flourishing in- 
dustrial, centre gracing extensive 
factory buildings of the Manchuria 
‘Chemical Industry Co, a ¥.25,000,000 
undertaking, and the Manchuria 
Petroleum Co, which is capitalized 
‘at ¥.5,000,000. "Soon to be added are 
factory buildings of the Manchuria 
‘Soda Manufacturing Co, capitalized 
‘at ¥.8,000,000. All three ‘are key ne- 
tlonal industries for both Japan and 
‘Manchoukuo. A vast water reservoir 
‘and a powerful generating plant als> 
have been bullt. 

‘Then, too, there is there a modern 

pier, 455 metres long, together with 
@ network of rallway feeders and 
minor quays greatly to facilitate the 
supoly of raw materials and. the 
marketing of finished products. 
Homes for the thousands that man 
these industries are appearing like 
magic, and even nbw represent a 
community the size of a creditable 
town. 
With good waterfrontage and ex- 
cellent railway connections, Kanselshi 
definitely has the advantage over 
such inland centres as Mukden, With 
Manchoukuo-Japan trade steadily 
‘mounting, this geographic advantage 
‘gives Kanseishi an immeasurably 
brighter future than many of the 
‘mote established industrial cities of 
Manchoukuo. 

‘The main thing about Kanseisht is 
that its reclaimed - shorelands are 
capable of accommodating many other 
industries variously contemplated 
both by Japan and Manchoukuo. 

Supply of Chemleal Products 

Very little is publicly known of the 
‘Chemical Industry and Petroleum Re- 
finery factories “now produeing on 
full-scale, 

‘The chemical factory is sald to 
produce daily 600 tons of ammonia 
sulphate and lesser amounts of nitrate 
‘of ammonia, nitric and sulphuric 
acids, benzol, tar, creosote, pitch and 
coke. Working on two 12-hour shifts, 
it was estimated that the production 
of the factory for the @rst year of 
900 working days trom May 15, 1035 
would total more than 160,000 tons of 
‘ammonia sulphate alone. Mr, Tatsuzo 
‘Miyama, chief engineer, ‘declared 
ammonia imports to Japan and her 
jeolonies from Germany and England 
‘would be reduced from 100,000 to 
200,000 tons annually by virtue of the 
opacity of his factory, which, he 
believed, would also be able to 

fabilize the market price for the 
product in the Orient. 

‘Twenty-one engineers and techni- 
clans came from Germany to install 
the machinery. The Chemical In- 
dustry Co. also bought a German 
‘patent for combining liquid gas with 
ammonia. ‘The apparatus for mak: 
ing liquid gas came from the 
Pintsch firm of Berlin, ‘The Linde 
firm of ‘Munich supped “nitrogen 
separators and the Unde company 
Dortmund ammonia, combiners. Sul- 
Phurle acid is made by Cottrel ma- 
chines. +Most of the other equipment 
fs Japanese 

One year ago when the factor 
started ‘full-scale operations, it wos 
estimated that it would require 30,000 
kilowatts, a daily supply of 8,000 tons| 
of fresh’ water and 64,800 tons of 
salt water and 120,000 tons of coal 
annually. 

Large OM Refinery 


‘Adjoining the chemical plant and | 
linked by the 455-metre SMR. pier 
is the oll refinery of the Manchuria 
Petroleum Co. It also commenced 
full-seale operations on May 15, 1935, 
‘Although production estimates are 
unavailable, it is known that the re~ 
finery manufactures petrol, kerosene, 
2s oil, lubricating. oil,” fuel oil, 
asphalt and pitch from erude oil, in 
the main imported from the United 
‘States. The success of the Manchou- 
Kxuo Oil Monopoly largely hinges on 
the success of this factory. 

‘The soda ash factory is still in the 
blue-print stage. Tt was only recent 
ly decided that such a plant should 
be erected at Kanseish! motivated, 
Jaccording to current reports, by the 
desire not to be dependent wpon any 
foreign supply of the product for the 
industries of Japan and Manchoukuo.

YOUNG AMERICAN 


L. Covert Found Dying in 
Great Western Road 


Leonard Covert, an unemployed 
American, was found dying outside 
52 Great Western Road at 4.30 
‘am. on July 16, with what ap- 
peared to be two bullet holes in his 
head. He expired, without having 
regained consciousness, in the Coun- 
try Hospital at 525 am. 

‘The Police were puzzled by the 
fact that neither pistol nor bullet 
‘could be found at the scene, which 


is near the intersection of Bubbling” 


Well Road. A painstaking search 
‘was instituled by detectives, ‘but it 
proved fruitless. If it was a'ease of 
Sulelde the pistol had been abstracted 
before the arrival of the Pollee.

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LOCAL COMPRADORE 
KIDNAPPED 


Gang Forces Way Into House 
iu Yu Yuen Road 


Employing the usual tactics of a 
robber gang, six persons, three of 
whom were armed with pistols, forced 
thelr way into 1305 Yu Yuen Road 
‘at about 2 am, on July 14 and ater 
binding the occupants with cords and 
conducting a prolonged search for 
valuables, kidnapped Mr. Shu Vung- 
Hang, compradore of the Socony 
‘Vacuum Oil Co,, for ransom. 

‘Only one shot was fired by the 
kidnappers before they decamped in 
‘2 motor car. Blood stains on the floor 
in the house Jed to the bellct that 
‘some one had been wounded, possi 
accidentally as no resistance we 
Kenown to have been offered by any 
body in the incident. It was at first 
belleved that the gang had driven the 
victim off in his own car, but as the 
vehiele was found in the garage, It 
was ascertained that the gang hed 
come in their own car, 

Breaking a padlock at the gate, the 
men entered the residence “without 
arousing any attention, Once in the 
house, they started to bind the oc- 
cupants they found and put them in 
in one room. About twenty persons 
in the house were thus overpowered, 
‘while the victim was likewise aroused 
from bed and given no. chance to 
struggle for freedom, 

Before 3 ama the 
thelr ‘search. Jewel 
valued “at about $200 to $300 were 
carried away. ‘The compradore ‘was 
‘driven away in a ear which was seen 
by somebody but its leenee number 
‘was not known,

The detec- 
fives opened fire at once, and thelr 
fire was returned, fortunately causing 
no injuries 


Fight In Bamboo Grove

NEEDED HERE 


Lester Chinese Hospital’s 
‘Humanitarian Work 


Shanghai's need for a hospital 
where poor people suffering from 
incurable diseases can stay is om- 
Dhasized by the June report of the 
[Lester Chinese Hospital, 145 Shantung 
Road, which have just been Issued. 
[At present this hospital has a num- 
‘ber of practically incurable diseases,

[Chang, in spite of his great mis- 
fortune, is of cheerful disposition and 
exereisés an excellent moral and 
eral influence in his. ward. 
Nevertheless his bed, if vacated, could 
be filled with many other cases of 
shorter duration. 
‘That the Lester Chinese Hospital 
feurbs disease from running — wild 
‘among the poor Chinese classes is 
realized by the figures issued. No 
Jess ‘than 18,494 out-patients were 
‘treated, and ‘though an increase is 
‘always’ anticipated during summer, 
‘this figure Js 3,000-above that of May. 
Cases brought in by the Shanghai 
[Municipal Police number 496, 
Increase of ten por cent. over the 
May figures. 


One interesting abnormal case was 
that of a boy whose heart was found 
to be on the right side. Relapsing 
fever and typhoid fever were the 
‘most prevalent diseases. Cases of 
tuberculosis of the lungs increased 
‘and this is attributed to the hot 
‘weather. 

‘The humanitarian work done by 
tho staff fs also well iustrated. ‘The 
average number of people fed daily 
was 453. A more unfortunate side 
fo the pleture Is revealed in the 
fact that 103 suicide cases “were 
‘admitted; 55 of these were men and 
48 women. ‘There were 318 
jemergency operations and the number 
resulting from industrial “aceldents 
was 49.

AMERICAN FOUND 
SHOT IN ROOM 


Boy's Tragic Discovery at 
Astor House Hotel 


‘Mr, Marshall S, Hairston, Ameri 
‘can, ‘superintendent of the’ Pootung 
Factories of the Yeo Tsoong Tobacco 
‘Company, was found dead in 
the “Astor House Hotel, “at $30 
an. “on July 20. He ‘had died 
of “a bullet" wound in the chest, 
‘and ‘behind the dresser lay. a 3k 
‘calibre ‘revolver from. which one 
‘cartridge had been fired, ‘The bullet 
had lodged in the chest, There was 
no letter or note inthe rocm to 
‘explain the apparent suicide, 

‘Mr, Hairston, who was 41 years of 
age ond had’ been a resident of 
/Shanghal for the last nineteon years, 
‘was discovered by a room-boy who 
entered with tea and who saw the 
‘body. dressed in pyjamas, in bed. No» 
fone had heard the shot, which ‘may 
have been fired as early as3 am, This 
is the second death in Shanghal, 
by shooting, of an American in four 
days, the first’ case being that. of 
Leonerd Covert, who was found dying 
in Great Western Road.

Pootung Pirates Rounded Up 
by River Police 


After days of great hardship, the 
after a horde of pirates through 
smote villages in Pootung was 

Brought to an end on July 16 when 

the majority of over $4,000 worth of 

cigarettes were recovered and ten 

suspects were arrested by the Chinese 

River Police. ‘The piracy was, re- 

ported near Jukong Whart at about 

midnight on’ July 27, when a boat 

Jaden ‘with 38 wooden boxes of clga- 

relies, sent from Chapoo Road Bridge 

to Woosung by a large tobacco firm, 

was held up. The marauders, after 

having bound and gagged the boat- 

men, escaped with 37 boxes, 

‘A ‘reward of $500 was offered for 
the arrest of the men, but no clue 
was ‘obtained until July 7, when it 
was learned that the junk used by the 
pirates had been seen at Poillenking, 
Pootung, one day after the crime, 
From here, the trall was taken up 
by detectives of the River Police, 
Yeading them to Te Tuan Chin village 
‘and Siu Kong village, where, behind 
8 tomb, 27 boxes of elgarettes were 
recovered. 

‘When ihe dotectives reached Ta 
‘Tuan Chin village, about midnight @ 
fow days ago, they were surprised by 
@ sudden burst of gunfire followed 
by the beating of gongs and loud 
cries for help. It subsequently tran- 
spired that a robbery had just taken 
place and the gangsiers were chased 
away by the villagers, 

From ‘Ta Tuan Chin, the police, 
party visited Siu Kong village, On 
arriving at the house they wanted to 
visit, they found it deserted, although 
there were several tables laid out 
with dishes still warm, For fear of 
being “ambushed, the — detectives 
quickly ‘retreated to. a distance. 
Tt was later ascertained that th 
wanted men had escaped, ‘having 
been warned of the approach of the 
police a few minutes before thelr 

rival, Not far from the house, 
and behind a tomb, the major pur- 
tion of the booty was recovered.

Healthy Homes Will Assist] 
Prevention of Disease 


‘The Central Cholera Bureau, of 
which Dr. Wu Lien-teh, director of 
the National Quarantine Bureau, is 
chairman, has Issued its ‘second 
bulletin, No sign of the disease has 
been detected in Shanghal yet ar 
even in Calcutta and Bangkok, the 
only two Importgnt cities in Asia 
whieh have reported outbreaks, have 
combatted the epidemic successfully. 
‘The report mentions the need for 
healthy. homes for all people Jf the 
disease fs to be eradicated and atten- 

Mion Is drawn to four model villages 
Whleh house some 5,000 persons. 

‘The report reads:— 

Since the Jssue of the last bulletin 
fon June % health authorities » have 
been watching carefully for any sign 
of cholera or Infection simulating 
tleally and suspicious areas marked.

Chinese Cotton: Hardly any  in- 
terest was in evidence throughout 
the past week as far as business in 
‘actual cotton is concerned, never- 
theless prices for July/August futures 
were firmer and advanced $1.50 per 
plcul. ‘The appreciation in the values 
of the old crop months is not 50 
much due to the firmness in the 
foreign markels as it is to the 
strong artiftelal support by the bull 
syndicate which is reported to con- 
sist of quite a number of important 
financial infiuential people. While 
legitimate cotton men do not appro 
‘of such operations, because actual 
business conditions at present cer~ 
tainly do not warrant such a rise, 
yet the bulls are vigorously. going 
‘on with their manipulations, ignor- 
ing any adverse news and irrespec- 
tive of any actual business being 
consummated. It is rather difficult 
to foretell what the result will be 
and therefore, it would be advisable 
to avold any operations in July/ 
August delivery. As to the condi- 
ons of the domestic growing crop, 
intermittent showers during the last 
few days have materially improved 
the growth and the realisation of 
@ bountiful erop for the coming 
Season appears, at the moment, to be 

‘Yarn: Very little demand was dis 
cernible during the past week and 
prices remained same as last re- 
ported. Prices for forward months 
have eased off about $2 in sympathy

the greatest monument ever erected 
to astronomy, ‘This monument is all 
of, that and more also.

Nautical gives them and in the ease 
‘of Pluto even more accurately for the 
features are checked in manner show: 
‘ing that they are correct, 

‘As a monument to astronomy it 
shows the three greatest astronomical 
events, as far as tho earth Is con- 
cored, ever to take place, 
the sun stood over Gideon, 
shadow moved back for’ Hezekiah, 
fond there is a third one a few years 
in the future, 

When @ top begins to slow up it 
thas a wobble and this wobble is op- 
posite to the spin and in the case of 
the earth this wobble is called pre- 
cession, one completo movement. tak

FBI. TRAINING SCHEME 
Further Support Wanted

wo and a half years ago the 
Federation of Brian Industries in 
‘London inaugurated a scheme for 
‘sending Chinese students to England 
for. training. in engineering works. 
The scheme has worked well and to 
‘date 29 Chinese students have bene 
‘Altea under it. Of the eight students 
who have returned to China upon 
completing thelr course of training, 
the majority have taken up thelr 
original positions, but for some work 
fag been found’ with engineering 
firms in China. 

"The scheme originated from the 
strong recommendation of the British 
Economie Mission to the Far Bast in 
1031, which was impressed by the 
advantages which had accrud to 
ether countries by the Influence of 
Chinese engineers technically trained 
in those countries, ‘The objects of the 
Jecheme are commercial and cultural. 
[Conmmercially, it affords selected 
[Chinese engineering apprentices op~ 
portunities of practical training in 
works in the United Kingdom, so that 
when they return to China they will 
have ‘a British foundation of engineer~ 
Ing practice and standards on which 
to solve thelr problems, Culturally, 
the scheme should help to develop 
fclendly relations between the two 

‘The scheme is operated in Chi 
by a Selection Committee consisting 
fof prominent ‘British engineers in 
Shanghai. This Committee is advised 
from time to time by the Federation 
of British Industries in London of the 
umber of vacancies available in 
‘United Kingdom works, Notices of 
such vacancies are then issued to the 
Chinese Press and to approved 
Chinese Universities as well a3 the 
‘University of Hongkong, The resulting 
applications are carefully scrutinised 
‘end the recommendation in respect

ATTEMPT ON THE LIFE OF HIS MAJESTY 


Revolver Knocked from Hand of Assailant: King Keeps 
Calm: Incident During Parade of Guards 


London, July 16. 
An attempt on the Ilfe of King 
Raward VIE was frustrated to-day 
when a revolver, with four of its 
five chambers loaded, was knocked 
of a man's hand as It was.belng 
jevelled at Tis Majesty, who was 
riding In. procession to. Buckingham 
Palace from Hyde Park, where he 
presented Colours to the Brigade of 
Guards. 

‘The Incident occurred near Hyde 
Park corner. 

‘The assailant, an Englishman, had 
pushed his way to the front of the 
crowd, and appeared about to fre 
when ‘the weapon was struck from 
his hand. As the crowd surged to- 
wards him, he tried to escape, but 
was overpowered and arrested. Ho 
was rushed to a police station. Not 
A single shot was fred. 

‘The man wore a brown sult. He 
had no collar, and trembled violently. 
Ho was suffering from a deformity in 
the foot, and wore a surgical boot, 

Identified as George Andrew 
Mahon, he appeared at Bow Street 
Police ‘Court this afternoon, and was 
remanded in custody for a week. 

‘He. was charged. with unlawful 
possession of a firearm with intent to 
endanger life. 

‘A detective produced a revolver 
with four of its five chambers loaded 
with ball ammunition, Te was un= 
loaded in the top chamber. 

He told detectives:-—"It is all the 
fault of Sir John Simon (the Home 
Secretary), I wrole him last night, 
‘and "phoned him this morning. ‘The 
King was not hurt in any way? 1 
didn't want to hurt him, T only did 

> It as a protest.” 

‘The Incident, which has shocked 
the whole of Britain and the Empire, 
‘was witnessed by the Duke of York, 
who was riding behind the King a: 
his) personal Alde-de-Camp, 


King Remains Calm 

‘The accounts of eye-witnesses agree 
that the King throughout romained 
calm. He nelther slowed nor increas 
fed his pace. He steadily locked to 
the loft, where the seufle took place. 

‘Neither the King nor the Duke of 
York allowed the. Incident to inter~ 
fere with thelr plans for the day. 
short stay at Buckingham 
Hy Majesty motored to St. 
Palace, where he attonded to 
Stato papers. He then motored to 
his country house at Fort Belvedere, 
‘and played golf. 

‘One eye-witness, describing the 
eene, said a mounted policeman’s| 
horse’ seemed to obstruct the assail- 
ant’s view. As the man hesitated, his| 
Fovolver was knocked from his hand 
simultaneously by a policeman and a 
woman bystander. 

“ho King’s face seemed to me to 
turn suddenly grave,” sald the eye 
Witness, "He tured’ his head in the 
direction of the man, and appeared to 
seck Sir John Aird, his Equerry, who 
‘was riding behind with Major-General 
Sergison Brooke. Sir John immedi 
ately turned his horse, rode back to| 
the scene and spoke to a pollceman,’ 


Woman's Story 


A woman who was standing near 
the man sald: 

fron. the fourth row ‘behind us. He 
pushed hig way to the edge of the 
footpath. I heard’ someone call: 
‘Get him! Get him! A woman fol- 
lowed him as he attempted to break 
the police cordon. Simultancously, 
the woman and a policeman knocked 
the revolver out of his hand, and 
it fell to the road. 

‘Another person sald that as soon 
fas the man produced the revolver, 
people shouted and screamed and 
surged towards him. A con- 
stable struck the man's arm up- 
ward almost before the revolver wai 
levelled. Afterwards the man was 
attacked from all sides and flung to 
the ground, 

Besides the Duke of York, several 
high oMlcers of the Guards saw the 
whole affair, “Like His Majesty, the 
Duke of York rode on unperturbed, 

‘As Mahon was being removed from 
the scene, another man approached 
the pollee, ‘There was a scuffle, and 
he was also arrested, 

‘Later two women, who had wit 
essed the Incident, left in a police- 
ear for Scotland Yard.

Wheat Import Restrictions 
Rome, July 14. 

No private person or firm may 
import wheat into Ialy in future, 
Signor Edmondo Rossoni, Minister of 
Agriculture, informed the National 
Grain Committee meeting at the 
Palazzo Venezia to-day. ‘The order 
follows, the decision of the Cabinet 
to make the wheat trade a state 
monopoly, with a minimum price for 
Malian farmer 

‘The minimum price is now fixed 
at 108 Tire a quintal for soft wheat 
‘and 129 lire a quintal for hard wheat, 
Hard wheat is essential for the best 
‘kinds of spaghettl and macaroni, 

‘Wheat will be bought by provinelal 
authorities and stored in “provinei 
storing centres,” of which there will 
‘be one in each provincial capital, 

Millers are forbidden to grind 
wheat not acquired from one of 
these centres. 

Signor Rosson! stated that the past 
coreal year had been marked by 
exceptionally bad weather, and the 
harvest this year would not be up 
to last year's figure of 7,700,000 tons

Hatian Cargoes for Britain 


London, July 15 

‘With the iting of anti-Tialian sane- 
ticns at midnight, necessary prepara- 
lions have been’ taken ai leading 
British ports again to receive Italian 
cargoes, the first arrivals of which 
ave expected ‘o-day and will be uns 
Tonded shortly after midnight.

Observers de- 
lore that permission for such a step 
‘was granted in view of the perishable 
nature of the goods, but that, in other 
ports, such haste witl not be observed 
fs the English public have learned in 
the past elght months to do without 
Malian products.

Rome, July 16. 

“To-day, July 18," sanctionist 
Countries the world over have hoisted 
the white flag of truce on their ram- 
parts, “It is not only a sign of sur- 
ender that one sees there, but also 
a symptom of a return t¢ common 
sense, 

‘This declaration was made by 
Signor Benito Mussolini "speaking 
from the balcony of Chigi Palace in 
730 pam. last night at the moment 
when the flags which had been hoisted 
throughout the land for celebrating 
the end of sanctions were lowered 
from their Nag-poles, 

“The credit for this great victory 
in all domains of economy belongs 
integrally to the whole Italian people 
men, ‘women and children,” be 
continued. 

“No one trembled, no one yielded. 
Every one was ready for sacrifice, 
because in each heart there was the 
certitude that elvilzation and justice 
would finally triumph in Africa and 
in Europe," he concluded. 

Following his briet pronouncement, 
Signor Mussolini, who was clothed in 
4 white uniform, and who had spoken 
with gayety in his volce, was cheered 
to the echo. He was forced to re- 
appear time and time again in re- 
sponse to the enthusiasm of the 
tremendous crowd that had gathered 
to hear him. 

‘The enthusiasm of the populace 
was tempered with undoubted  gratl-| 
tude that certain of the Internal re- 
strictive measures that have been in 
foree for some time are now being 
Aifted.

M. LEON BLUM WARNS 
OF NEW RISING’ 


National Unity Urged in 
France 


Paris, July 4. 
‘A veiled warning that left-wing 
sympathizers may stage an uprising 

Il over France, if opposition groups 
refuse to conform to the need for 
national unity, was voiced by the. 
Socialist Premier, M. Leon Blum, in 
@ speech to thousands of demons- 
tralors massed in the Place de la 
Nation for the Bastille Day celebra- 
ton to-day. 

‘The Premier referred significantly 
to the possibility of w recurrence of 
the bloody rioting of February, 1934, 
arising from popular dissatisfaction 
with the police handling of tho. 
Stavisky fraud case. 


Police und Mobile Guardsmen to- 
day guarded the meeting after clear- 
ing the stccets of rival left-wing and 
right-wing groups which attempted {o| 
parade in deflance of the government! 
orders prohibiting processions. By 
the middle of the afternoon, however, 
only minor violence and a few arreats| 
had been reported. Left-wing pro- 
cessions were, however, allowed and 
hundreds of thousands of people 
took part in the Popular "Front 
parade to celebrate thelr victory at 
the recent elections, in addition to 
Bastille Day. 

During a gigantic military parade 
here to-day, 100,000 Communists and| 
SSociatlsts lined the Champs Elysees, 
‘brandishing clenched fists and singing, 
the “Internationale.” Small groups 
of nationalists sang the “Marselilalse.”| 


‘Many Injured in Clashes 


Late in the day, however, agitation 
‘started in the Champs Elysees as] 
thousands of right-wing groups, sing: 
jing the “Marseillaise,” and shouting| 
“Hang Blum! France for the French!” 
staged a demonstration. Police and) 
members of the Mobile Guard sur-| 
rounded the Are de Triomphe, cutting 
the avenue at several places and re 
peatedly dispersing groups of rioters. 

Dusk focnd the celebrators disre- 
garding the warnings of M. Blum to 
avold violence, and police were forced 
to fight to maintain order at the Place 
de Ia Nation, 


At the Champs Elysees, several 
taxi-loads of members of the Popular 
Front, returning from the Place de 
la Nation, were attacked and man- 
handled in skirmishes in the vieinity 
of Fougue’s Cafe. Many were! 
Injured. 

Guards dispersed several thousand 
persons waiting to pass the tomb of| 
the Unknown Soldier. Agitation at 
the Champs Elysees was renewed 
when right-wing sympathizers, singing 
the “Marseillaise” and left-wing sup- 
porters singing the “Internationale” 
clashed—United Press. 














DARDANELLES 


Montreux Convention to be 
Signed by Ten Nations 


‘Montreux, July 17. 

Complete agreement was reached 
at the Montieux Conference ‘on re- 
militarization of the Dardanelles it 
yesterday's session, and signatures of 
the powers are expected to be aflixed 
fo she new convention next ‘Monday 

The drafting committee is now 
busily engaged in putting the final 
touches on the text of the accord, 
‘and it will be in readiness for sul 
mission to the plenary session of the 
conference on Saturday. This will 
enable the various delegations ” to 
examine the terms of the agreement 
‘once more in complete form before 
giving formal assent at the Monday 
sitting. 

Although Italy has not particl- 
pated. in the proceedings at Montreuke 
‘and “the agreement has therefore 
been achieved without her presence, 
the ‘conference last night" decided 
that the new convention would re- 
main open {o Italy's signature. Last 
night's ‘session further reached an 
understanding on the various out:| 
standing issues. ‘The most. import- 
ant of these were: 

1. Yielding to the Turkish demand 
that the Straits Committee, ‘set up 
by the Lausanne Conference which 
is being revised by the Montreux 
talks, should be abolished; and 

2. "Decision that aeroplane fights 
will be prohibited over the fortifled 
zone of the Dardanelles and over 
the Sea of Marmora—Havas. 


Germany Dissatisfied 
Berlin, July 17. 

‘The dissatisfaction felt in official 
quarters here at the final form which 
the agreement of the Dardanelles 
conference has taken through the 
admission of the Soviet Russian 
amendment, is reflected in the com- 
‘ments of the inspired "Diplomatisch- 
Politische Korrespondenz.” 

‘The latter declares that once again 
an attempt has been made, and 
hhas succeeded, in expanding the 
validity of League Covenant provi- 
sions in a definite direction, by 
making them cover obligations’ aris 
ing from regional pacts. The League 
of ‘Nations, the paper continued, is| 
being employed as camouflage for a 
thinly disguised policy of alliances, 
which is all the more disquieting 
since ‘Turkey herself 1s not partner 
to any such assistance pact. The 
provision made in advance for her 
fo conclude a pact of this nature 
‘eventually constitutes a diréct invita~ 
tion to Turkey to join an alliance 
directed against Germany—Trans- 
‘Ocean Kuo Min, 

Detalls of Convention 
Montreux, July 17. 
Well-informed sources ‘here to-day 
said that the new Convention will 
provide for the following point 
1.—Freedom of passage for all time 
Jand for all nations of commercial 
ships. 
2—Freedom of passage in time of 
‘war of the warships of neutral nations 
if Turkey is also a neutral power. 
3.—A_ maximum tonnage allowance 
In the Black Sea after passing through 
the Straits of 30,000 tons for foreign 
powers. 

4—The prohibition of the passage’ 
lof ‘submarines and aircraft. carriers: 
belonging to powers not bordering the 
[Black Sea. 
5.—The prohibition ‘of the passage’ 
of all belligerent warships, except if 
the latter are acting under orders of 
‘the League of Nations Council or 
fare carrying out provisions of the 
[regional pact signed by Turkey. 
Turkey is allowed to ‘refuse 
passage if and when she thinks that 
there is danger of wi 
‘1—Abolition of the Straits Control 
‘Commission. 

‘Permission for Turkey to re- 
millitarize the Straits as soon as the 
convention is signed. 
‘The convention is to 
open for Italy's signature: 
Japanese Objections 
‘Tokyo, July 17. 
‘The new agreement was reported 
to-day to contain clauses unsccept- 
able to Japan. The Foreign Office 
‘authorities are now studying the text 
of the agreement. 

‘A detailed report on the progress 
‘of the Montreux deliberations “was 
made to the Cabinet this morning by 
‘Mr, Hachiro Arita, Foreign Minister. 
‘Mr. Arita analyzed the political and 
military aspects of the draft agree- 
ment, and emphasized that Japan 
could not agree to the limitation of 
her rights by the League of Nations, 
to which she does not being—Domel.

Feason to believe that the putting] 
forward of such claims would be| 
sympathetically entertained by His

‘Mr. Baldwin replied that he thought 
the question was based on a mis- 
‘apprehension. He understood that in 
‘an interview with the press on his 
return to South Africa, Mr. Pirow. 
‘himself made it clear that the im- 
pression he was giving was the result 
‘of personal observations on talks with, 
individuals and groups, and not the| 
‘outcome of specific discussions with 
members of the British Government. 

So far as the atlitude of His 
‘Majesty's Government in the United 
Kingdom . was concerned, he had 
nothing to add to previous stat. 
ments ‘made in the House on this 
subject, 

Sir Henry Page Croft, Conservative 
member for Bournemouth, ond Mr.

‘ment, his answer was in the negative 
‘On'landing in Pretoria ffom London 
on July 14, Mr. Pirow declared, in an 
interview, that the most. influential 
quarters in Great Britain.were agreed 
that there could be no. permanent 
basis for a peaceful agreement with, 
Germany unless the Germans were 
given adequate compensation for 
their Colonies—which | meant terri- 
torial compensation not anywhere on 
the face of the globe but Africa. He 
had found much support, he added, 
for the view that Germany's ¢o- 
‘operation in Africa was vital for the 
‘maintenance of the White elvilization 
fon the “Dark Continent.”—Reuter.

Although in most States the names 
of the Presidential candidates appear 
on the ballots, in theory, the voter 
is not voting’ for them ‘but for a 
group of Electors to be sent by his 
State as delegates to the Electoral 
College.

Formerly, the Electors from all the 
States met after the election and 
chose for President and Vice- 
President the men they thought most 
sultable.

‘The Electoral’ vote of a State is 
never split between two candidates, 
but goes as a whole to one of them.

Severe Damage in Tuquerres| 
District of Colombia

part women and children of the 
Tuquerres district, are known to 
have lost their lives when the voleano 
Cerro Negro erupted yesterday, fol- 
Towing an earthquake.

‘The towns of Pasto, Tulcan, San 
Gabriel, Santander, “Yascual’ and 
Panamal, all sustained serious dam- 
lage. Reports of the offects of the 
earthquake and volcanic eruption 
reached here after prolonged delays, 
due to the disruption of communica: 
‘tions in the earthquake zone. 

Hundreds of villagers, who yester- 
day had fled from their homes to 
escape the danger of falling  bulld- 
‘ings, encountered the even more 
terrifying menace of molten lava 
flooding from Cerro Negro's smoking 
crater. 

At Tuquerres, a political feud be- 
tween the Gonzales and Garzon 
families survived the horrors devised 
by nature, and added to the confu- 
sion of the day by engaging in a 
gun battle in the stricken. city’ 
Streets. One feudist was killed and 
fanother seriously wounded. 

In the typical streets of the dev 
stated section, however, the most, 
common sight was that of scores of 
frightened villagers kneeling to pray 
for protection from danger.

It, however, he is serious in his 
Jdesire to secure a live pangolin, T 
would like to suggest that he should 
support home industries, and go after 
a local specimen from Wuhu, where 
these animals must be much more 
plentiful than they are in the Shang- 
hat area, Here they are a distinct 
rarity nowadays, although formerly 
appear to have been common enough. 
A very circumstantial account of the 
capture of a live pangolin In Wuhu 
appeared in your contemporary, the 
"Shanghai Sunday Times," of July 
12, the animal at the time being in 
the compound of the Wuhu General 
Hospital, 

From one of your correspondents’ 
etters he seems to think that my 
pangolin has become a stuffed speci- 
men in the Shanghai Muscum, Noth- 
ing could be further from the truth, 
although T will admit it was, and is, 
my intention to stuif and mount the 
animal for a special “habitat group” 
it and when it succumbs. But so far 
it has shown no sign of passing out. 
In fact it is very much alive, though 
during the day it les curled up in 
fa ball in its comfortable cage, rofus- 
ing 10 do more than raise iis long 
snout and take a few sniffs when 
disturbed, subsequently tucking its 
nose away safely within the colls 
made by ils body and Tong tall. At 
night {t becomes very active, ‘and 
special preeautions have to be talon, 
to provent it from breaking out of 
its cage. 

We seem to have solved, at least 
temporarily, the problem of its food, 
by supplying it with the fat maggot 
ke caterpillars of a certain species 
‘of moth found in reeds. ‘That is to 
say, wo presume it is feeding on 
these, since all that have been placed 
in ils cage have disappeared, and the 
pangolin itself has already survived 
for over a fortnight from the date 
fof its capture, and seems in good 
feondition. ‘This would not be the 
ease if {U had falled to absorb nourish= 
ment of some sort. All the same, no 
one hes actually observed it eating 
fone of these caterpillars, 

Incidentally, T have no intention of 
parting with ‘my pangolin to your 
Wuhu correspondent, although asked 
if T would do so. It is intended ulti- 
mately for that “habitat group” in our 
‘Musoum, and from a purely scientific 
point of view Is too interesting a 
Specimen to part with, Unquestion- 
‘ably as time goes on’ the pangolin 
will become extinct in the Shanghai 
area, and it is important to have a 
bond fide local specimen in the Shang- 
hal Museum. 

‘Those suMiciently interested may st 
my specimen, which is being kept In 
the Museum at No. 20 Museum Road, 
‘by asking the attendant to show it to

‘according to Art. 21, are to be drafted 
by the Ministry of ‘Finance and are 
to be put before the Executive Yuan 
for approval, Apart from some 
Points of vagueness in the present 
free translation of “the Chinese 
working into English and which are 
to be settled as soon as the official 
text will ‘have been published, the

this because the diMeulties in 
executing such a law are specially 
great according — to the experience 
‘of other countries more advanced in 
this respect. And these diMleulties 
are even greater if & law as the pres= 
‘ent one shows—in many. important 
points—doubts and possibilities of 
misunderstanding as. even a super- 
‘cial perusal will prove, 

Material Interests of Many Injured 

‘The question of “taxation of 
foreigners,” expected with special 
interest in foreign circles, 1s not 
‘mentioned in the law itself. Accord- 
ing to the reports given about the 
discussions in Nanking the Govern-_ 
ment seems to intend to levy the 
income tax on those foreigners who 
are under Chinese jurisdiction. ‘The 
rest lies with the enforcement regula- 
Hons. But it*may be said here—as 
far as the principal question of the 
position of the foreigners goes—that 
the material interests of a big pro- 
portion of foreigners—those who do| 
hot enjoy the privilege of extrater- 
Fitoriality—will” be injured and 
influenced by the new Income Tax 
Law to a considerable extent, since 
'@ foreigner under extraterritoriality. 
‘does not only benefit by a special 
jurisdiction but would also get an 
Important advantege by not being 
compelled to pay any income taxes. 

Logically, therefore, the renewed| 
establishment of two categories of 
foreigners would be useful to those 
foreigners only. who already enjoy 
the privilege of extealerritoriality, 
That means it would create just such 
fan effect which certainly does. not| 
correspond with the standpoint of| 
the Chinese Government. 

It does not seem very logical that | 
‘2 government which often’ tried ‘to 
terminate all kinds of extraterritorial 
rights should help to increase the 
capacity of competition of those who 
enjoy extraterritoriality to the 
disadvantage of those who are under 
Chinese jurisdiction, The privilege 
of every. country and of every 
government to impose taxes on all 
people on an equal base is, of course, 
In no way affected by these argu: 
ments, 

‘Whether the system on which the 
Income Tax Law is based as a whole 
is appropriate may not be discussed 
here for it demands too voluminous 
explanations. But some points of 
the regulations are ‘so striking and 
obvious that they should be ‘men- 
tioned even in a short perusal. 

Tax According to Fiscal Principles 

‘Thus, it seems to be doubtful 
whether, for example, it would not: 
have been better’ to abstain from 
calculating a tax on the basis of a. 
capitalization of "business under- 
takings (Chapter 3, Art. 1, class A, 
‘a) and, accordingly, to impose the 
fax upon a percentage of a capitalized 
Income, calculated according * to 
fiscal principles. Whether primary 
School teachers (Art. 2, 6/2) should

‘The experience of other countries

other side. ‘This is true, for instance, 
‘specially for the income tax imposed | 
fon salaries and. on interest accrued 
from .bonds, ete. The anticipation 
‘expressed in some quarters that the 
Income tax will have to be pald in 
‘advance on the basis of an estimate 
of the anticipated income ‘seems to 
be unfounded according to the free 
translation published. 


$20 per Month Exemption 

Utterly contradictory to the  ex- 
perience of Western countries is the 
Jeeale given in Art. 3, 4 and 5 in 
connection with the amount men- 
toned as free of income tax: without | 
‘any reference to the question the 
particular statistical base on which 
the scale .has been worked out by 
the Government and in consideration | 
of the absolutely different purchasing’ 
Power of the Chinese population, it 
‘must be said that an amount of $30 
per mensem as free of income tax 
an, even in China, never mean what 








the truth, which was that though 
the model was numbered 41 we had

can spend much less money per head 
that the single man, ‘The possibility 
of making life insurance and. other 
forms of voluntary private old age 
pension popular by making them free 
of income’ tax to a. certain amount, 
as in other countries, has, unfortunat 
ly, not been used. 

Whole Scheme Unsystematle 

Moreover, the amounts free of in- 
come tax and the whole scheme of 
tax rates soem (o be rather unsystem- 
atic: whilst, according to Chapler 
2, Art, 4, earnings. of business 
establishments which ‘cannot be 
calculated on the capitalization basis 
fan amount of $100 (annually?) will 
be free and whilst emoluments and 
salaries are liable fo the income tax 
only for amounts above $30 per 
hniensem (Art, 5) the present English 
‘translation does not make clear how 
the income calculated on the 
capitallzation basis (Art, 3) will be 
treated in this respect: a similar doubt

Besides it is not clear 
why—according to Art. 9, 10 and 1I—

different periods, while it seems to be 
sullicient if ono and the same limit of 
time would be fixed for all tax-payers 
in due course of which time the 
necesrary declaration for the provious 
Period would have to be delivered. 

By the regulations as provided for 
by the law (pecially with rogard to 
interest” accrued “trom dlifferent 
sources) the authorities will bo 
troubled unnecessarily by many re- 
ports which after a short time will 
have become out of date and will be 
most probably without actual im= 
‘portance for the final declaration, It 
‘would, furthermore, facilitate " the 
‘work of the collecting and supervising 
organs considerably if in all cases of 
tax-payers recelving: salaries not the 
individual employees themselves but 
their employers would give a com- 
prehensive “report comprising the 
salaries and ofher details of all their 
employees and, thus, furnish the 
authorities with ong report only ine 
stead of eventually many single re- 
ports. 





























Excessively Oppressive 

While admitting that evasion fro- 
quently arises from intentionally 
alsed objections and. that the state 
has a right to protect its interests, 
the provision of Art, 18 whereby, 
uring the settlement of an objec:

Austratlan Aborigines 

Dr. Donald Thomson, anthropologist, 
of the Melbourne University, recently 
returned from Arnhem Land, in the 
far north of Australia, where he: 
lived with the wild aborigines for: 
the greater part of the year. In his 
report to the Federal Government! 
Dr. Thomson says that the only hope 
of ‘preserving these tribes is to keep 
them segregated from contact with 
the white race and to preserve their 
complicated tribal organization intact. 

Dr, Thomson notes that the num- 
bers ‘and well-being of ‘native chil- 
dren diminished noticeably near’ th 
‘areas where there was regular con- 
tact with Europeans and that those 
the outlying districts were well 
nourished and in good health. It is 
interesting to contrast this conclu 
‘sion with the special survey made. 
the native population in contact with 
Europeans in connection with. the 
last Commonwealth census. This 
showed that the proportion of native 
minors and of children under five was 
approximately the same as for white 
Australians and that the birth rate of 
the two races is about equal, 

‘There are signs overywhere that 
greater sense of responsibility for 
the well-being of the- aboriginal race 
fs being developed in Australia. ‘The 
decision to send a trained anthropolo- 
ust to live among the nomadic tribes 
of the north, and the appointment of 
4 special patrol officer ‘charged with 
the well-being of the natives of 
the south-western section of the 
Northern ‘Territory, are recent in- 
dications that the Commonwealtn 
Government is giving more attention 
to the problem, 

Flying Bass Strait 

‘With the wind set fair behind ler, 
the airliner Bungana, flagship of the 
Holyman fleet, took off from Essendon 
aerodrome (Melbourne) with the:

For the year the total financial 
turnover of the department was 
£147,328,000. ‘This included money 
orders, £15,185471; postal notes, 
26,650,241 (on these two items the 
department made £248,211 in com- 
mission), and Savings Bonk deposits, 
£11,036,529, 

‘The department paid out £11,208,- 
35 in invalid and old age pensions 
and £7,258,130 in, war pensions. 

‘There’ was a net gain of 30,975 tele- 
phones for the year, the whole of the 
‘ground lost during the depression 
being fully recovered. Paid local 
calls numbered 436,426,004, a record. 


‘New Australian Tarift 


‘The Federal Government introduced 
on May 22 a new tariff, which is ex- 
pected to increase Ausiralla’s output 
of manufactures by £845,000, and to 
favour British manufacturers to the 
‘extent of £1,310,000. One of the 
‘most important changes is made in 
respect to imported motor chassis. 
‘The value of chassis imported last 
year was £4,500,000 sterling mainly 
from the United States, which has 
an extremely profitable market in 
‘Australia for motor ears, moving 
Pletures and petrol, but buys very 
Witte in Australia." Under the new 
schedule British chassis will be ad- 
mitted duty free, Canadian at 2¥d. 
per Ib, and others at Sd. and 5%d. 
per Ib.’ On commercial vehicle types 
the rates will be free (British), 2¥4d. 
per Ib, (Canada), and 4%@: and 
4%d, other. An’ additional duty 
‘of soven-tenths of a penny per Ib. 
will be imposed on all chassis, British 
included, and the revenue from this 
‘source will be paid as a bonus to 
assist the manufacture of chassis 
‘within Australi 

‘The new tariff schedule provides: 
General inerease in duty on imported 
tobacco and tobacco products; substitu 
tion of specifle duties for ad valorem 
duties on artificial silk and cotton 
piece goods to give British goods sub- 
stantial preference; increase in duty 
on foreign lubricating oll; increase of 
‘duty on unsawn oregon logs, and the 
‘substitution of specific duties for ad 
valorem duties on motor car chassis. 

In respect to a long list of com- 
modities the Government proposes to 
prohibit importation from foreign 
‘countries except under licence issued 
by the Minister of Customs. ‘The 
idea is to differentiate in favour of 
‘Australia’s good customers as against 
‘those which sell much and buy little 
It is argued by some that a, trade 
‘balance is not necessarily a true’ gauge 
fof the trade's value and there 1s 
‘objection to placing such a vast power 
in the hands of one Minister or the 
‘executive. All changes in the opera 
tion of the tariff, it is argued, should 
be discussed and approved in open 
Parliament. 

British Preference and Australia,

‘confirmed my general experience of 
allway travel in modern China: that| 
if you want to travel with a modicum 
of comfort, cleanliness and punctual- 
lity, you must stick strlelly to the 
so-called Special-Expresses which are| 
Tun on most of the dines, Travel 
bby any of the slower trains is nowa- 
days even more primitive than It 
‘was, from all accounts, when railways. 
‘were first introduced into China, 


Another Interesting feature _ of 
travel In. other than ‘what one may 
fallthe tourist-way. Is that on’ all 
the slow trains the common people, 
fn usval, that. is to say the third: 
Glass’ passengers, are the only nes 
who fave to pay thelr fare, With 
the exeeption Of foreigners anda 
very" occasional Chinese merchant 
(bo presumably "was. unfortunate 
fnough not to have any sequaintances 
is°talway “clrele, Ge" arse and 
second class compartments were a 
fost Invariably crowded. with  pas- 
fsengers who had not paid a cent for 
thelr Uckets. These "deadcheads 
‘eluded military” offers, officals 
with queer special passes~often 0 
‘queer Inst even the Ueket-inspector 
Could make’ notaing of them=and, 
Shove al, subordinate ralway ofa 
‘with thle families and friends, These 
fatter gentry travel in princely style 
tnd put on aire accordingly.

Lung-Hai Railway Defences 


When I left Peiping—and in Kal- 
feng too—there was much talk of a. 
wonderful system of defences, a fortl- 
fed line of trenches and’ block- 
houses, along the Lung-Hal Railway, 
between that line and the Yellow: 
River. ‘The line was said to be 
manned by thousands of troops. 1 
noticed no signs whatever of such a 
system nor indeed of any unusual 
military activity in those parts, Nor 
hhad foreigners who had’ recently 
travelled along the south bank of the| 
Yellow River seen any signs of it 
either. It would, therefore, seem to 
be a myth, arising perhaps’ from the 
Nanking talk about the famous 
"Yellow River Line” which is to be 
defended to the last man, when the 
Japanese are kind enough to march 
all the way through the heart of 
North China to the Yellow River, In 
forder to invade the Yangtze prov- 
inees. 


Kaifeng showed few signs of growth 
‘or improvement since I was there 
Yhree years ago. All that T noticed 
was a new railway station with’ 
covered-in platforms, a few new 
snd well-paved streets, and the 
destruction of the old south gate and 
erection of a new one in its place, 
‘This Chungshan Gate, as the new one 
is called, can, however, scarcely be 
properly’ included under the heading, 
‘of improvements. It is an architec 
tural monstrosity of the worst kind, 
ross between a medieval castle 
‘and Hollywood's conception of a 
building in the year 2000 AD. The 
new gate is completely out of place 
fn its surroundings. When compared. 
with the former Chinese-style gate 
with its fine old tower, it provides a 
striking warning of what” happens, 
when architecture deserts ite. own

It would be a very risky experiment 
to introduce talking pictures into 
schools, Victoria's Director of Educa~ 
tion Gitr, McRae) declared recently.

very rife 

Only a few weeks ago, on two dif 
ferent occasions, motor’ buses were 
held up on a main road and all the 
‘passengers murdered in cold blood. 
As a further result of the divided 
control no doubt, the’ finances of the 
‘provinces sre sald to me in a bad way. 
Reconstruction, anyhow, seems to be 
‘almost at a standstill, and there werr 
‘many complaints about the bad state’ 
of the motor roads which have been. 
allowed to fall into disrepair. 


Passport Nuisance 
‘The murder of Dr, Dillenz leads me 
to conclude witha few remarks on the 
passport muisanee, which the Chinese 
authorities assert’ is in th 
of the foreigners themselv 
that they msy be properly protected. 
If, as some people believe, the whole 
‘of China will one ‘day come under 
the tutelage of Japan, she will cer- 
tainly have nothing to tern trom 
her new teachers in the matter of 
what I may coll the "gendarmerie 
complex.” It is there already in full 
‘bloom, even to the famous question of 
your age, which is insisted on with- 
‘out fail, doubtless in order to ascer- 
tain whether you are: a “damgerour 
person” or not. 

During the greater part of my trip 
1 was constantly pestered by police 
‘and _gendarmes with demands for 
visiting cards and my passport, In 
inns, no matter whether T was wash- 
Jing, eating or even sleeping, the 
police would unceremoniously’ break 
into my room and put me through 
the eternal questionnaire, always with 
considerable incivility which merely 
reached its culminating point at Siar 
where between the station and the 

‘matter of less than 160 yards, 
called on to produce it no 
less than three times: once to Change 
Haueh-liang's gendarmes who were 
merely rude, once to the police who 
were -polite, and once to Yan Hue 
cheng’s ragamuffing who were very 
insolent, 

When T complained abeitt this, 1 
was told that the authorities were 
very nervous of Japanese spies. (No 
doubt I looked ike one). When 1 
heard this, it at once struck me that 
here was 's fertile source of fresh 
trouble with the Japanese, it they 
were treated in anything’ like the 
rude way that I was, But a seene, 
of which T was an oye-witness later 
fon, was to show me how utterly. off 
the mark I was in any such suppos 
ton. 

‘At a station between Sian and 
Chengchow three Japanese got on 
the train and took their seats in the 
second-class compartment. When the 
tleket-collector eame round for thelr 
tlekels, they simply uttered the words 
“Mei yu" (No have got) and stared 
stolidiy at him. ‘The ticket-collector 
‘stood there looking like an utter £001, 
‘woggling his hands and shifting trom 


















































‘one foot to the other, while the 
Japanese turned and stared out of 
‘the window. Finally he simply melted 
away, needless to say tickelless, A. 
few iminutes later some police and 
gendarmes came along and with much 
saluting, bowing and seraping—it was 
‘almost painful to watch how apologe- 
tic they were—humbly begged the 
foreign gentlemen just to give them 
their cards, “solely for thelr’ own 
Protection.” ‘The Japanese waved 
them aside and continued thelr con- 
versation ignoring the police who fin- 
ally withdrew in great confusion, 
‘This little scene was watched in 
dead silence by the Chinese passeng- 
ers who, as I myself heard, atter- 
wards drew their own conclusions. 
‘The incident, displaying sucha 
‘marked difference in conduct, is high- 











ly suggestive. And one of ‘the re 
sons why we others are treated so 
strictly over our passports Is, no 
doubt, in order to reestablish a sete 
esteem which has been lost in other 
directions,

This Is an extremely interesting 
ook, bul is spoilt for the reviewer 
‘by to main facts, the first being 
that it is s0 evidently a tract Tt 
fg true that it has not a religious 
Alavour, but this form of propaganda 
for the newer type of Socialism, 
in its desire that the — reader 
should’ accept blindly the conclu 
slons of the writer, much resembles 
the getup of the average tract, 
though it presents this disadvant 
in that it has to be bought instead 
of, being given, away, 

‘Undoubtedly, it is of considerable 
interest when a sclentist of a higher 
order takes to prophecy, and many 
of the suggestions as {0 what will 
{in future be the commonplace daily 
‘used inventions, are of considerable 
interest, and are very stimulating, 
though ‘perhaps it is a little early 
in the day for a professor of zoology 
to predict the exact labour-saving 
devices which will result from the 
splitting of the atom, 

Dealing with the main portion of 
the ‘book (the subject in which the 
author is an acknowledged expert), 
whilst there can be no doubt, as has 
been stated by Prot. J. B, S, Haldane, 
that all the predictions of the au- 
‘thor are, in view of recent research, 
Possibilities, it appears to the re- 
viewer that from possibilities the 
author has deduced’ improbabilities, 

Tt is a strange fact that when 
eminent ‘men enter into discussion 
‘on eugenics, they appear to forget 
the ‘dletates’ of commonsense. . For 
example, though the author disap- 
proves of certain cugenists whose 
faim is to produce the Puritan, and 
possibly the Anglo-Saxon type, aim~ 
ing for “vigour, health and’ perfect 
sanity,” it does’ not seem to’ occur 
to him that others may not be in 
entire agreement with his own 
ideals which appear to be rather on 
Intolerant lines. 


Breeding for Genius 

Whilst no doubt the various ex- 
periments on the fertilization of

‘On the other hand, It is possibly 
true that if the author were per- 
mitted to indulge in the large 
number of breeding experiments 
which he considers necessary for the 
future regeneration of the world, a 
lot of valuable information would 
be obtained, “It appears quite Im- 
probable, however, that he ‘will ever 
have an’ opportunity, and it must 
be admitted that the reviewer ‘con- 
Siders that is constant quoting of 
Russlan authorities is somewhat ile 
ogieal, as there’ are’ presumably 
capable scientists in other counties, 
‘even if they are a little conserva: 
tively minded, 

Indeed, the impression gained is 
that a ' decided impatience with 
sclentife methods and a desire to 
jump to conclusions permeates the 
book. As an example, one may 
‘quote his impatience in regard to 
the limitation of the fecble-minded. 
‘Whilst undoubtedly’ the mathematl- 
cal arguments indicating that. pro- 
‘gress will be. slow, cannot be con- 
troverted, and also that it will be 
gravely complicated by the reces-

Savoury Butters 


One of the secrets of making good 
cocktail or hors d'auvre confections 
les in knowing how to mix savoury 
butters. ‘The butter may be davoured 
with almost anything you like in the 
savoury line: erab or lobsler or an 
chovy or shrimp: maitre. hotel 
Gwhich is mostly’ parsley. and lemon 
julee), horseradish or chutney. It 
hone ‘of these flavourings make an 
‘appeal, there are oggs, watercress 
hham oF tongue, or greens, which in: 
clude other herbs as well, 

In the case of herb butters, wash 
‘the green stuf thoroughly, and ehop 
cocktail or hors d'ocuvre confections 
it @nely, blanching it sirst, If neces 
sary. Allow for a good tablespoon 
of chopped watercress for watercress 
butter, about an ounce of mixed 
cchervii, parsley, tarragon and chives 
for green butler, and. about two 
teaspoontuls of chopped parsley for 
maitre d'hdtel. The ‘butter, in. exch 
‘case, is to weigh about two ounces, 

Pound the prepared herbs in a 
‘mortar, then work in the butter, add 
salt, pepper and a fw drops of 
lemon juice, and colour If necessary, 
Rubbing through a slove improves 
‘nearly all savoury butters, and when 
‘you deal with ham, tongue, or erab, 
it ts really essential, 

Roughly speaking, about two ounces 
of butter goes to the same amount 
of the ingredient from. whieh the 
butler takes its name, and other 
[seasonings are added according to 
their strength and desirability. But, 
in the case of a very strong flavour, 
more butter and less of the principal 
ingredient is needed 

On the other hand, should a 
savoury butter prove rather tasteless, 
it can be enlivened with a sprinkling 
of the sieved yolk of a hard-boiled 
egg, oF of paprika; with a feathery 
frond of chervil, a scrap of eaper oF
